Claims 1, 2, 22-24, 26, 27 and 30 are pending in this case. Claims 1, 26, 27 and 
30 are independent claims. 

Applicant's Response 

In Applicant's response dated 08 Aug 2008. Applicant canceled claims 8, 9, 15- 
17, 25, 28, 29 and 31-33. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The allowed 
claims overcome the prior art(s) of record in that Ashley, Shima-894, Shima-874 and 
Iwata in that the claimed invention cites "a data transmitting system that transmits the 
list of location data of both the print data and the unprintable data to said printer in 
response to a specific request of the list of location data received from said printer." This 
is supported within the specification, page 41, section 0144 & page 45, section 0155.
